Giving  the 
Homeless  Hope

By  the  time  Margaret  Cahillane  gets 
to  work  in  the  morning,  the  48  beds  in 
the  emergency  overnight  shelter  at  the 
Worthington  House  are  empty  again. 
Unfortunately,  the  shelter  is  filled  every 
night.  "They  never  turn  anyone  away," 
says  Margaret,  speaking  of  the  Spring- 
field Redevelopment  Authority  who

operates  the  shelter  under  the  direction 
of  Lou  Bonavita.  "The  homeless 
sometimes  have  to  sleep  in  chairs  or  on 
the  floor,  but  they  find  the  room, 
especially  on  freezing  cold  nights."  She 
reports  that  in  1990  alone,  16,000 
people  had  slept  overnight  in  the 
shelter. 

Margaret,  an  MBA  student  at 
Western  New  England  College,  is 
executive  director  of  Friend.^  of  the 
Homeless,  Inc.,  a  nonprofit  corporation 
that  manages  the  Worthington  House  in 
Springfield,  MA,  a  facility  providing 
housing  and  services  to  the  homeless. 
On  any  given  day,  you  can  find  her 
working  with  staff  members  ironing  out 
problems,  or  interacting  with  the  people 
who  live  on  the  top  three  floors. 


"Wc  have  57  single-  room  occupan- 
cies that  provide  transitional  living  to 
some  homeless  people.  Wc  help  them 
develop  skills  that  will  allow  them  to 
secure  jobs  and  find  permanent 
housing,"  Margaret  explains.  Health 
Care  for  the  Homeless,  an  extension 
service  of  Mercy  Hospital,  also 
provides  health  care  services  for  the 
residents  of  Worthington  House. 

Eighty  percent  of  the  homeless 
people  in  the  transitional  program  go  on 
to  get  apartments  and  jobs  of  their  own. 
"The  average  person  stays  between 
seven  and  eight  months,"  says  Marg- 
aret. "We  work  in  partnership  with  the 
Massachusetts  Career  Development 
Institute,  which  does  job  training  and 
placement.  We  also 
provide  one-on-one 
services  to  help  them 
with  drug  or  alcohol 
abuse  or  other  problems 
they  have  coming  in." 
Participants  are  screened 
before  they  enter  the 
program  and  must  show 
a  desire  to  accept 
responsibility  for  their 
own  futures. 

Margaret  feels  that 
what  makes 
Worthington  House  a 
success  is  the  network- 
ing that  takes  place  with 
other  area  agencies  such 
as  the  Massachusetts 
Career  Development 
Institute,  the  Department 
of  Public  Welfare, 
Health  Care  for  the 
Homeless,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Rehabili- 
tation Commission. 
Other  duties 
Margaret  is  involved  in  on  a  day-to-day 
basis  include  overseeing  a  budget  of 
$650,000  a  year  and  managing  the  $3 
million  Worthington  House  facility.  She 
also  deals  with  board  members,  the 
press,  city,  state,  and  federal  representa- 
tives for  funding,  and  private  donors. 

"I  realize  that  human  services  today 
is  a  business,"  she  says.  That's  why 
Margaret  has  returned  to  school.  "I  also 
realize,"  she  continues,"  that  my  goals 
of  meeting  the  needs  of  the  poor  and 
homeless  need  funds,  therefore  I  need  a 
business  background." 

Margaret's  experience  has  come 
from  working  in  several  different  fields. 
After  graduating  from  Elms  College 
with  a  degree  in  social  work,  she 
worked  for  five  years  for  the  Common-

wealth  in  the  Department  of  Social 
Services,  doing  investigations  of  child 
abuse  and  neglect.  After  that  she 
decided  to  take  a  break  from  social 
services  and  worked  for  three  years  with 
a  commercial  real  estate  and  develop- 
ment office  that  renovated  old  and 
abandoned  buildings  and  sold  them.  She 
says,  "At  this  point  in  my  life,  I  was 
driving  a  BMW,  I  had  all  the  money  I 
wanted,  and  yet  something  was  missing 
in  my  life.  I  wasn't  happy  because  I 
wasn't  working  with  people." 

So  in  1986  she  came  to  work  with 
the  homeless.  She  worked  in  the  Open 
Door  Program  for  the  Homeless, 
providing  social  services,  referral,  and 
advocacy.  While  she  was  working  here, 
the  Worthington  House  was  being  built. 
She  applied  for  the  executive  director 
position  and  was  offered  the  job  in 
December  of  1988,  because  of  all  the 
skills  she  had  attained  in  business, 
social  work,  and  real  estate.  Although 
she  has  had  to  sell  the  BMW,  she  says, 
"Now,  I  can  honestly  say  that  I  love  my 
job.  I  think  the  best  part  is  watching  an 
individual  come  in  the  door  with 
nothing  materialistically,  emotionally, 
or  spiritually,  and  leave  us  as  a  person 
put  back  together:  hopeful,  independent, 
and  self-sufficient."

Winter  Update

After  several  losing  seasons,  head 
coach  Mike  Thompson  has  the  women's 
basketball  team  on  the  road  to  a  new 
winning  tradition.  The  Golden  Bears 
finished  the  1991-92  season  with  a  14-7 
record,  the  most  wins  for  the  team  since 
1986. 

Freshman  guard  Kim  Coia  made  a 
big  splash  in  her  rookie  season,  leading 
the  team  in  scoring  with  a  17.1  average. 
Junior  forward  Jennifer  DeForest  was 
second,  averaging  13.0  per  game. 
DeForest  has  already  moved  into  fifth 
place  in  all-time  scoring  at  WNEC. 

Junior  point  guard  Stacy  Alexander 
also  reached  a  milestone  this  season  as 
she  established  a  new  record  for  assists 
in  a  career.  Sophomore  center  Anna 
Maciaszek  also  had  a  strong  season, 
averaging  over  10  rebounds  per  game 
and  moving  into  the  top  ten  all-time  in 
that  category. 

The  ice  hockey  team  got  off  to  a 
slow  start,  but  picked  up  the  pace 
midway  through  the  season  and  finished 
with  a  14-9-1  record.  The  Golden  Bears 
reached  the  ECAC  South  Division 
finals,  dropping  a  5-4  overtime  decision 
to  Amherst. 

Senior  Joe  Musa  lead  the  team  in 
scoring  with  33  goals  and  28 
assists.This  season  he  passed  Steve 
Byrne  to  become  the  all-time  leading 
scorer  in  WNEC  history.  He  also  set  a 
team  record  by  scoring  an  incredible  5 
goals  in  one  game,  as  WNEC  downed 
lona  8-4.

WNEC's  Hockey  alumni  took  on  the  varsity  team  in  a  game  at  the  Springfield  Civic  Center 
on  February  9. 


Also  playing  key  roles  in  the  Golden 
Bear  success  this  season  were  senior 
defenseman  Sean  Fitzgerald,  junior 
Rick  Phelps,  and  freshman  forward 
Chris  Smith.  The  WNEC  goaltending 
has  also  been  good  this  season,  as  coach 
Mike  Badger  used  a  rotating  tandem  of 
sophomore  Brett  Remillard  and 
freshman  John  Salerno. 

The  wrestling  team  had  a  strong 
Stan  this  season.  Things  got  rough 
toward  the  end  of  the  year  and  they 
finished  with  a  15-7  dual-meet  record. 
Head  coach  Bob  Skelton  guided  the 
Golden  Bears  to  their  250th  victory  this 
season. 

Junior  Angel  Rivera  (126  pounds) 
lost  just  one  match  this  season.  Senior 
Tom  Layte  (150  pounds)  finished  the 
regular  season  18-0  and  captured  the 
New  England  title  in  his  weight  class. 
In  the  Division  IIIl  National  Champion- 
ships, Layte  won  his  first  match,  but 
dropped  his  quarterfinal  bout. 

The  men's  basketball  team  struggled 
to  a  8-17  mark  this  season.  However, 
the  team  finished  in  third  place  in  the 
Constitution  Athletic  Conference  with  a 
4-6  record.  Junior  forward  Jason 
Goddard  was  the  workhorse  for  the 
team,  averaging  13.8  points  and  11.5 
rebounds  per  game.  He  ranked  in  the 
top  20  in  the  nation  by  the  NCAA  in 
rebounding  all  season. 

The  women's  bowling  team  finished 
in  second  place  in  the  Tri-State  Bowling 


Conference  behind  UMass-Lowell. 
April  Grenier  led  the  Golden  Bears  with 
a  166  average,  while  Tina  Lacroix 
finished  at  165. 

The  men's  bowling  team  finished  in 
third  place  in  the  Conference,  a  scant 
three  points  out  of  the  top  spot  held  by 
the  UMass-Lowell.  The  Golden  Bears 
were  led  by  Gary  LoPresto  with  a  hefty 
190  average,  and  Andy  Bellotti  at  183.

Fighting  ozone  depletion,  reducing 
society's  waste,  creating  new  products 
from  recycled  materials  — -  these  are 
the  challenges  of  the  1990s.  Western 
New  England  College  alumni,  faculty, 
and  students  are  meeting  these  chal- 
lenges. Whether  it's  through  their 
career,  a  class  project,  or  laboratory 
research,  today's  environmental  issues 
are  being  addressed  on  and  off  the 
WNEC  campus. 

Alumni  Stephen  Scuderi  '87  and 
Anthony  Lauzon  '9 1  arc  working  on 
closing  the  hole  in  the  ozone.  Professor 
Alan  Karplus  is  challenging  students  to 
reduce  society's  waste.  And  many 
students  are  taking  on  that  challenge  by 
creating  products  thai  can  be  used  and 
recycled.

Environmental  Concern  Becomes 
Focus  of  Career 

Stephen  Scuderi  '87,  president  of 
Engineering  and  Sales  Associates  in 
Springfield,  MA,  began  battling  ozone 
depiction  about  five  years  ago  without 
even  knowing  it.  "We  were  working  on 
contracts  for  the  government  that

involved  a  lot  of  work  on  refrigeration 
equipment,"  he  explains.  "We  thought 
we  should  design  a  machine  to  recycle 
refrigerants  or  chlorofluorocarbons 
(CFCs)  internally." 

At  the  time,  Steve  remembers,  no 
one  was  interested  in  recycling  CFCs 
because  no  one  knew  they  were 
attacking  the  ozone.  His  company  had 
designed  the  machine  to  dispose  of  their 
own  CFCs.  Two  years  later,  in  1989, 
however,  the  "Montreal  Protocol"  was 
signed  in  which  60  signatory  nations 
agreed  to  phase  out  production  of  CFCs 
by  the  year  2000. 

"The  basic  premise  is  to  close  the 
hole  in  the  ozone,"  Steve  says.  "But  the 
hole  won't  close  until  all  CFCs  and 
HCFCs  [replacements  that  are  still  bad 
but  better  for  the  ozone  than  CFCs]  are 
gone  and  something  entirely  new  is 
invented. 
Meanwhile,  we 
must  conserve  as 
much  as  we  can.  I 
can  help  by 
recycling." 

Steve,  who 
lives  in  Westfield, 
MA,  with  his 
wife,  Shirley,  and 
children  Philip, 
11,  Amy,  8,  and 
Peter,  3,  holds  a 
mechanical 
engineering 
degree  from 
UMass.  He  left  a 
position  in  the 
Space  Systems 
Department  at 
Hamilton  Standard  to  go  ipto  business 
with  his  father,  Carmelo,  and  his 
brother,  Salvatore.  The  family  opened 
Engineering  and  Sales  Associates  in 
1975.  The  business  became  involved 
with  government  contracts,  so  Stephen 
and  Sal  returned  to  school,  graduating 
from  WNEC  School  of  Law  in  1979. 
Stephen  returned  to  WNEC  again, 
graduating  in  1987  with  a  degree  in 
electrical  engineering. 

Today,  Steve  is  designing  a  program 
to  recycle  CFCs  for  the  heating, 
ventilation,  and  air  conditioning 
(HVAC)  and  refrigeration  industries.  To 
do  this.  Engineering  and  Sales  Associ- 
ates set  up  a  new  division  called 
"Thcrmaflo."  Steve  now  devotes  his 
time  to  developing  the  projects  and 


equipment  necessary  to  put  the  program 
together. 

Steye  explains  that,  with  the  recent 
passage  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  Amend- 
ment, it  will  be  illegal  to  intentionally 
vent  CFCs  by  July  1992.  Thermafio's 

"Only  in  the  last  two  years 
or  so  have  the  citizens  and 
leaders  of  many  countries 
begun  fully  to  understand 
the  consequences  of 
human  impacts  on  the 
environment — and  their 
potential  threat  to  our 
security,  economic  produc- 
tivity, health,  and  quality  of 
life,  as  well  as  to  those  of 
future  generations — and  to 
grasp  the  need  for  urgent 
and  concerted  action." 

The  Global  Ecology  Handbook, 
1990,  Beacon  Press,  Boston 

goal  is  to  make  recycling  sites  available 
across  the  country.  The  first  will  open 
in  California  next  year.  "This  will  keep 
turnaround  time  down  because  we 
won't  have  to  lug  refrigerants  across  the 
country." 

So  far,  Thermafio  has  been  able  to 
win  over  some  big  clients,  including 
Carrier  Corporation,  and  at  least  one 
major  chemical  corporation  is  consider- 
ing them  for  their  program.  Steve  says 
if  Thermafio  takes  off  it  will  mean 
hiring  an  additional  20  employees  to 
complement  the  current  force  of  40. 

Student  Takes  Initiative 

Like  Steve,  Anthony  Lauzon  '91 
became  involved  with  the  fight  to 
preserve  the  ozone.  While  a  mechanical 
engineering  senior  at  WNEC  in  1991, 
Lauzon  designed  and  built  a  machine  to 
recycle  refrigerants  for  his  father 
Richard's  business,  Giguere's  Appli- 
ances in  Chicopee,  MA. 

Anthony  is  currently  a  mechanical 
engineer  at  Fairview  Machine  in 
Chicopee,  and  his  invention  gets  plenty 
of  use  at  his  father's  shop.  Says 
Anthony,  "I  built  the  machine  as  my 
senior  project.  1  had  lots  of  help  from

Professor  Said  Dini  and  from  some  of 
the  people  al  my  dad's  shop.  It  was  a 
great  experience  and  it  felt  good  to  be 
helping  my  dad." 

Recycling  a  Theme  in  Many 
Engineering  Courses 

For  the  past  few  years,  recycling  and 
environmental  concerns  have  been  the 
themes  of  many  engineering  classes  at 
WNEC.  Dr.  Alan  Karplus,  associate 
professor  of  mechanical  engineering, 
says  students  in  the  Materials  Science 
course  are  currently  studying  "recycled 
plastics  to  get  a  perspective  on  how 
polymers  impact  on  society." 

In  a  freshman  Engineering  Design 
course.  Dr.  Karplus  invented  a  company 
called  "STRAW"  (Strategy  to  Reduce 
Accumulating  Waste).  In  this  class, 
students  designed  products  from  "dead 
tennis  balls." 

Last  year.  Dr.  Karplus  divided  the 
junior  Mechanical  Engineering  Lab 
students  into  eight  teams  and  challenged 
each  team  to  invent  a  product  using 
recycled  materials.  Each  team  also  had 
to  involve  students  from  other  disci- 
plines such  as  business  and  arts  and 
sciences. 

Some  of  the  products  the  teams 
produced  included  rain  gutters  made 
from  recycled  rubber  tires;  cellulose 
insulation  made  from  paper;  reusable, 
recyclable,  security  compact  disc 
packages  made  from  reground  plastic 
material;  thermal  insulation  made  from 
recycled  leaves;  a  game  using  blocks 
made  with  recycled  polymer  materials; 
and  plastic  fasteners  made  of  recycled 
plastic.

As  an  added  benefit,  and  "to  let 
them  see  how  their  work  is  viewed 
outside  the  classroom,"  says  Dr. 
Karplus,  the  teams  entered  their 
products  in  the  Design  in  America 
competition.  This  contest  was  spon- 
sored by  Lehigh  University  for  student 
teams  from  4-year  colleges  submitting 
innovative  products  using  recycled 
materials. 

Winning  Ideas  at  WNEC 

One  WNEC  team's  product  was  a 
Design  in  America  winner.  The  team 
who  designed  the  plastic  fastener  tied 
for  top  place  with  a  team  from  Syracuse 
University.  WNEC's  winning  team 
included  mechanical  engineer  majors 
Andrew  Dow,  Yale  Gordon,  Jr.,  Donald 
Kelley,  Jr.,  Eric  Swanson,  and  William 
Vigneault,  economics  major  Susan 
Carlson,  and  technical  management 
major  Mark  Dondero. 

Dan  Krasnecky  '91  of  Monsanto 
Chemical  Company  assisted  the  team. 
They  did  much  of  their  research  at 
Monsanto's  Applications  and  Develop- 
ment Center  in  Springfield,  MA. 

Team  member  and  senior  Donald 
Kelley  of  Longmeadow,  MA,  explains, 
"We  felt  a  fastener,  such  as  a  nut  and 
bolt,  could  easily  be  made  in  the 
machine  lab  at  school  and  at 
Monsanto."  He  adds,  the  design  project 
enabled  the  students  to  "learn  about  the 
effects  of  the  mechanical  properties  of 
plastics  when  they  have  been  recycled." 
Donald  intends  to  continue  to  "explore 
the  possibilities  of  other  plastics  and  do 


further  testing"  as 
his  senior  project. 

Senior  William 
Vigneault  of 
Agawam,  MA,  said 
the  project  and  its 
success  "gave  each 
student  in  the  group 
a  valuable  sense  of 
awareness  and 
responsibility  as 
consumers  and  as 
potential  producers 
of  raw  materials 
and  consumer 
products." 

The  project 
provided  a  new 
concept  for  the 

  students,  William 

believes.  "The 
focus  of  material  handling  has  been  'use 
and  discard.'  For  the  student,  the 
contest  expanded  that  focus  to  include 
'use  and  recycle.'" 

With  CFCs,  plastics,  household 
items,  or  industrial  waste,  "use  and 
recycle"  is  the  concept  of  the  future. 
According  to  William,  "It  is  important 
for  all  of  us  to  begin  to  grasp  this  idea, 
but  more  important  for  new  engineers  to 
understand,  use,  and  expand  the 
concept."

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College  Shines  in 
Alumni  Survey 

Many  recent  graduates  are  very 
happy  with  their  Western  New  England 
College  education,  according  to  a 
survey  of  alumni  who  graduated  from 
1987  to  1990.  The  survey  was  con- 
ducted as  part  of  a  self-study  the 
College  is  undertaking  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  for  reaccreditation  by 
the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges. 

Questions  were  asked  such  as:  If 
you  could  start  college  over,  would  you 
choose  to  attend  Western  New  England 
College?  and  How  would  you  compare 
the  quality  of  education  provided  at 
Western  New  England  College  with  that 
of  other  colleges?  More  specific 
questions  were  asked  about  their 
education  at  the  College  in  such  areas  as 
writing  effectively,  working  indepen- 
dently, understanding  different  philoso- 
phies and  cultures,  defining  and  solving 
problems,  and  developing  self-confi- 
dence and  a  positive  self-image. 

In  every  category,  the  percentage  of 
positive  answers  outweighed  the 
negative  by  a  wide  margin.  In  two- 
thirds  of  the  categories,  the  percentages 
of  positive  answers  were  higher  than 
national  norms  for  comparable  student 
groups.
